It 
was first affiliated with the University of IIli- 
nois in 1901, and was called the School of 
Dentistry until 1905 when its name was chang- 
ed to the College of Dentistry. In 1913 the 
college became an organic part of the uni- 
versity.

Student Research Forum 


Research opportunities for students at the 
University of Illinois Chicago Professional 
Colleges are steadily increasing. These are 
made possible through summer fellowships, 
assistantships from research grants and spe- 
cial fellowships. The student may undertake an 
almost independent research project leading 
to a graduate degree or he may ally himself 
with a senior investigator on research projects 
already in progress. Most of the leaders in 
the practice of medicine or in medical educa- 
tion have come from those who availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of a medical research 
experience.

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THE INTERNAL CLOCK 


The ability to judge intervals of time is a basic 
mental function. In order to learn how drugs 
affect this ‘“‘internal clock,’’ SK&F scientists 
use a test in which a monkey must hit a lever 
after an interval of 20 seconds to obtain food. 

When he is under the influence of certain 
drugs, ‘‘time flies’’ and he misses the pay-off 
period by hitting the lever too late. Other drugs 
make ‘‘time drag’’ and he misses the pay-off 
period by hitting the lever too soon. 
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Because one of the characteristics of many 
mental disorders is a distortion of the time 
sense, observing how drugs affect this primary 
psychological process may reveal valuable in- 
formation that will help SK&F scientists in dis- 
covering effective treatments for mental illness.
